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THE HOUSE OF MOURNING. 

Tux absorbing anxiety with which the week com- 
menced, and the dark cloud which rested on the 
whole nation when the later bulletins of Sunday 
night were published from Sandringham, leave us 
little to say on the topic that engages universal at- 
tention. All over England, and in many of tha great 
towns and the capitals of the Continent, the earnest 
prayers of great congregations of people were offered 
for the Prince of Wales and for the stricken wifeand 
mother who were then, as it were, waiting in sorrow 
on the threshold of the house of life: watching him 
who was already in the shadow of the valley of 
death. 

If anything of earthly consolation could have 
helped to assuage the grief of these two women, surely 
it must have been the knowledge that the heart of all 
England went out to them with a sympathetic pang 
of sorrow and of pity. In that darkened chamber 
Queen and Princess became less Royal and more 
womanly to the apprehension of the multitude of 
their countrymen and countrywomen ; and their grief 
was shared by all those who remembered how 
Victoria—good and pure wife, tender and assiduous 
mother—had in the midst of State so well represented 
the truth and beauty of English domestic life; and 
how the young Danish Princess came to the open 
hearts of English men and women, and won their 
warm regard by a beauty and sweetness which blos- 
somed into fuller flower when she became wife and 
mother. Whatever may be political opinions and 
tendencies—and they are diverse enough—we may 
all agree in this ; and, in effect, the nation is stanchly 
loyal in its sympathy with the Royal sorrow, not 
more because it is loyal than because it is human, and 
that those who suffer it, high as they may be in 
station, have themselves always been at one with the 
best sentiments of the people in their regard for the 
sacredness of the domestic life, in their appreciation 
of innocent pleasures and simple enjoyments, and in 
the glad confidence with which they recognised the 
tie that bound them to the nation in`a common sense 
of what are the best characteristics of a people. 
These sentiments are not dependent upon abstract 
opinions as to Monarchical formsof government. They 
are associated, it is true, with that sort of loyalty 
which, believing in Constitutional Government, de- 
sires very sincerely to pay respect and deeply to feel 
the respect which it is bound to show to the titular 
head of the State; but, having seid this much, we 
may go on to say that men and women of all shades, 
and even of extreme differences of opinion, join 
heartily in acknowledging what the influence of the’ 
Sovereign has been to strengthen those family virtues 
and to adorn that common life which аге at once 
more humble and more exalted than the intrigues of 
Courts and'the glittering pageantries of State.

Tuz deplorable fever which struck down the Prince 
of Wales in the pride of manhood has elicited a 
warmth of sympathy for the Royal family which 
has had no parallel of late years. Public opinion 
has been so unanimous in offering the most heart- 
felt condolences with the Royal watchers by that 
quiet bedside at Sandringham that no further re- 
marks need be made in prefacing those deadly reports 
which date from 


THE RELAPSE OF FRIDAY. 
Last week was the fourth week of the fever, and 
up to Friday there happily seemed some hope thet 
the disease was taking a favourable turn. One 
morning's bulletin had announced that the symptoms 
were “very favourable," and the early bulletin of 
Thursday week stated that “е decline of the symp- 
toms continues regularly." The Thursday was 
passed quietly; but no material change could be 
,announced towards evening, and in the night the 
fever returned with such violence as to render Friday 
morning's bulletin the gravest issued up to that date. 
The delirium and the other symptoms of high fever 
recurred. As the day advanced there was no abate- 
ment, and for the first time the physicians announced 
the absence of that special ground of hope which pre- 
viously encouraged us. We were then assured, day 
after day, that, thongh the fever process was severe, 
the strength of the Prince continued good. This is, 
in reality, the one essential to recovery from a severe 
attack of fever. ` The issue is a struggle between the 
strength of the patient and the force of the poison 
which is working onthe system. It was most alarm- 
ing, therefore, to hear that the ** exacerbation of the 
symptoms which began late on Thugsday evening ከ88 
been attended by a great prostration of thestrength,”’ 
and that, in spite of an interval of sleep, this pros- 
tration continued at night.
